Did  God  make  Man  or  did  Man  make-up  God  to  fulfill  an  empty  spot  in  the  gene 
pool?  Eight  students,  two  auditors  from  the  community,  and  Dr.  Susan  Schmidt 
met  twice  a  week  during  the  fall  semester  to  discuss  the  differences  in  ways  of  knowing 
between  science  and  religion.  The  CREDO  class  featured  a  lecture  series  of  seven  different 
speakers,  Ernie  Mills,  Preston  Woodruff,  Scott  Sheffield,  Jeff  Llewellyn,  Cam  West,  Mary 
Glazener,  and  Herb  Walters.  Many  different  points  of  view  were  presented  during  class,  an 
the  lectures  drew  as  many  as  forty 
people  Irom  the  community  outside 
of  regular  students. 

Ernie's  talk  was  on  the 
difference  between  the  knower  and 
the  known,  while  Preston  Woodruff 
presented  his  master's  thesis  on  why 
Galileo  pursued  proving  his 
heliocentric  theory,  even  though  he 
faced  serious  reprocussions  from  the 
church.  Herbie  Walters  is  a 
peacekeeper  who  was  back  in  town 
from  working  in  Croatia  and 
Bosnia.  He  founded  a  peacekeeping 
organization  which  has  done  work 
all  over  the  South,  as  well  as  in 
Central  Latin  America.  His  lecture  focused  on  methods  of  peacekeeping  and  understandin 
why  people  will  kill  each  other  over  ideological  differences.  Dr.  Sheffield  provided  theories 
as  to  the  ethics,  purpose,  origin  of  a  scientific  mind,  using  Leo  Szilard  as  his  focus.  Cam 
West  spoke  on  faith  in  Southern  fiction,  Mary  Glazener  spoke  on  Dietrich  Bonhoeffer,  anc 
Jeff  Llewellyn  spoke  on  Charles  Darwin. 

The  class  happened  as  a  result  of  Dr.  Susan  Schmidt  winning  a  $10,000  grant  fror 
the  Center  for  Theology  and  Natural  Sciences  in  Berkeley,  CA.,  in  the  2000  Science  and 
Religion  Course  Award  Competition.  The  course  and  lectures  were  open  to  the  public  as 
well  as  the  students.  Those  who  are  up  for  good  debate,  mind-opening  discussion  and 
having  their  beliefs  challenged  should  sign  up  for  this  class  the  next  time  it  is  offered.

Professor  Emerita  of  American  Literature 

and  former  Dean  of  the  College 

Chair  ot  the  Humanities  Division,  Interim  Chair 
ot  Social  Sciences,  Acting  Chair  of  Social 
Sciences,  Associate  Dean  for  Student  Development, 
Executive  Director  of  Community  Education,  Dean  of 
the  College  under  three  presidents.  Senior  Vice 
President  and  Dean  of  the  Faculty  -  that  list  comes 
nowhere  near  to  capturing  the  impact  that  Dr.  Clara 
Coleman-West  has  made  on  this  learning  community. 
Arriving  in  1976  with  a  distinguished  academic 
training  at  Randolph  Macon  College  and  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill,  she 
quickly  became  a  leader  on  this  faculty.  However,  it 
was  always  the  classroom  teaching,  always  her 
students,  always  the  delight  of  opening  up  to  them  her 
favorite  works  of  American  literature,  that  counted 
most  for  her. 


Ms.  Patricia  L.  Robinson 
Professor  Emerita  of  Music 


Born  into  a  Methodist  parsonage  in  Hickory,  Pat 
Robinson  knew  by  age  ten  that  music  was  her 
calling,  music  for  worship,  music  for  the  concert  hall, 
music  that  delights  and  music  that  brings  tears.  She 
pursued  her  musical  training  at  Greensboro  College, 
UNC  Greensboro,  UNC  Chapel  Hill,  and  the  JuiUiard 
School  ol  Music.  After  teaching  in  elementary  schools 
in  Polk  County,  NC  and  Hartford,  MD,  and  after 
completing  her  masters  training  in  voice,  she  began 
teaching  at  Brevard  College  in  1976  and  soon  thereafter 
established  her  service  to  churches  in  the  mountains. 
Even  beyond  the  campus  and  beyond  those  church 
congregations,  her  skilled  and  cheerful  musicianship  has 
touched  the  lives  of  many  in  these  mountains. 


Ms.  S.  Rhuemma  Carter  Miller 
Professor  Emerita  of  English  and  Communications 

A  native  ot  Brevard  by  virtue  of  her  parents'  work  at  Ecusta,  Rhuemma  Carter  Miller  early 
established  a  pattern  of  travelling  out  and  back.  First  it  was  to  college  at  Mars  Hill  and 
lurman,  to  graduate  school  at  Appalachian  State  University,  then  to  teaching  positions  as 
high  school  English  teacher  in  Lenoir  and  Charlotte,  then  back  to  Brevard  where  she 
married,  gave  birth  to  daughter  Kristi,  and  was  hired  by  President  McLarty  to  teach  English, 
theater  communications,  and  journalism,  and  direct  college  plays  and  musicals.  Rhuemma 
became  a  full  time  faculty  member  at  the  College  in  1990  and,  after  further  graduate  study 
at  the  University  of  South  Carolina,  she  added  public  speaking  and  communications  to  her 
teaching  portfolio.  Hundreds  are  the  students  she  guided  outside  class  in  her  capacities  as 
advisor  to  the  Clarion  and  to  the  Brevard  chapter  of  the  national  leadership  fraternity  for 
junior  colleges,  PTK,  which  chapter  became  a  perennial  award  winner  under  her  guidance, 
resulting  in  her  being  honored  as  the  outstanding  PTK  advisor  in  the  nation.
